CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY 

TESSALON acts peripherally by anesthetizing the stretch re- 
ceptors located in the respiratory passages, lungs, and 
pleura by dampening their activity and thereby reducing the 
cough reflex at its source. It begins to act within 15 to 20 
minutes and its effect lasts for 3 to 8 hours. TESSALON has no 
inhibitory effect on the respiratory center in recommended 
dosage. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

TESSALON is indicated for the symptomatic relief of cough.

PRECAUTIONS 

Information for patients: Release of TESSALON from the 
perle in the mouth can produce a temporary local anes- 
thesia of the oral mucosa and choking could occur. Therefore, 
the perles should be swallowed without chewing. 


Usage in pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Animal repro- 
duction studies have not been conducted with TESSALON. It 
is also not known whether TESSALON can cause fetal harm 
when administered to a pregnant woman or can affect repro- 
duction capacity. TESSALON should be given to a pregnant 
woman only if clearly needed. 








Nursing mothers: It is not known whether this drug is ex- 
creted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in 
human milk, caution should be exercised when TESSALON is 
administered to a nursing woman. 


Carcinc genesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility: Car- 
cinogenicity, mutagenicity, and reproduction studies have

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Sedation, headache, mild dizziness, pruritus and skin 
eruptions, nasal congestion, constipation, nausea, gas- 
trointestinal upset, sensation of burning in the eyes, a 
vague “chilly” sensation, numbness in the chest, and 
hypersensitivity have been reported. 


OVERDOSAGE 

No Clinically significant cases have been reported, to our 
knowledge. The drug is chemically related to tetracaine 
and other topical anesthetics and shares various aspects 
of their pharmacology and toxicology. Drugs of this type 
are generally well absorbed after ingestion. 


Signs and Symptoms 

If perles are chewed or dissolved in the mouth, 
oropharyngeal anesthesia will develop rapidly. CNS stimu- 
lation may cause restlessness and tremors which may pro- 
ceed to clonic convulsions followed by profound CNS 
depression. 


Treatment 

Evacuate gastric contents and administer copious 
amounts of activated charcoal slurry. Even in the the con- 
scious patient, cough and gag reflexes may be so depress- 
ed as to’necessitate special attention to protection against 
aspiration of gastric contents and orally administered 
materials. 


Convulsions should be treated with a short-acting barbitu- 
rate given intravenously and carefully titrated for the small- 
est effective dosage. 


Intensive support of respiration and cardiovascular-renal 
function is an essential feature of the treatment of severe 
intoxication from overdosage 


Do not use CNS stimulants. 


DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Adults and children over 10: Usual dose is one 100 mg perle 
t.id. as required. If necessary, up to 6 perles daily may be 
given.

Prevention of inital Attacks of Rheumatic Fever — Penicillin is considered by the 
American Heart Association to be the drug of choice in the prevention of initial 
attacks of rheumatic fever (treatment of Group A beta-hemolytic Te Sonam 
infections of the upper respiratory tract e.g., tonsillitis, or pharyngitis). Erythromycin 
is indicated for the Lib gens I penicillin- allergic patients. The therapeutic dose

Prevention of Recurrent anacks of Rheumatic Fever - Penicillin or sulfonamides 
are considered by the American Heart Association to be the drugs of choice in the 
prevention of recurrent attacks of rheumatic Spr In patients who are allergic to

CONTRAINDICATIONS 
Erythromycin is contraindicated in patients with known hypersensitivity to this 
antibiotic 


WARNINGS 
There have been reports of hepatic dysfunction with or without jaundice, occurring 
in patients receiving oral erythromycin products. 


PRECAUTIONS 

General: Erythromycin is principally excreted by the liver. Caution should be 
exercised when erythromycin is administered to patients with impaired hepatic 
function. (See “Clinical Pharmacology” and “Warnings” sections). 

Prolonged or repeated use of erythromycin may result in an a of 
nonsusceptible bacteria or fungi. If occurs, ycin should be 
discontinued and appropriate therapy instituted 

When indicated, incision and —— or other surgical procedures should be 
performed in conjunction with antibiotic therapy. 

Laboratory Tests: Erythromycin interferes with the fluorometric determination of 
urinary catecholamines 

rug Interactions: Erythromycin use in patients who are receiving high doses of 
theophylline may be associa: 2d with an increase of serum theophylline levels and 
potential theophylline toxicity. Serum theophylline levels should be monitored in 
patients receiving concomitant erythromycin. The theophylline dose may need to be 
reduced in some patients. 

Erythromycin administration in patients receiving carbamazepine has been 
reported to cause increased serum levels of carbamazepine with subsequent 




















toxicity. 

Concomitant administration of erythromycin and digoxin has been reported to 
result in elevated digoxin serum levels. 

There have been reports of increased anticoagulant effects when erythromycin 
and oral d 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Long-term (2-year) oral 
studies conducted in rats with erythromycin base did not provide evidence of 
tumorigenicity. Mutagenicity studies have not been conducted. Th 
apparent effect on male or female fertility in rats fed erythromycin (base) at levels 
up to 0.25 percent of diet. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category B: There is no evidence of teratogenicity or any 
other adverse effect on reproduction in female rats fed erythromycin base (up to 
0.25 percent of diet} prior to and during mating, during gestation, and through 
weaning of two successive litters. There are, however, no adequate and well- 
controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not 
always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy 
only if clearly needed. Erythromycin has been reported to cross the placental 
barrier in humans, but fetal plasma levels are generally low. 

Labor and Delivery: The effect of erythromycin on labor and delivery is unknown. 

Nursing Mothers: Erythromycin is excreted in breast milk, therefore, caution 
should be exercised when erythromycin is administered to a nursing woman.

ADVERSE REACTIONS 
The most frequent side effects of oral erythromycin preparations are 
gastrointestinal and are dose-related. They include nausea, vomiting, abdominal 
pain, diarrhea and anorexia. Symptoms of hepatic dysfunction and/or abnormal liver 
function test results may occur (see “Warnings” section). Pseudomembranous 
Colitis has been rarely reported in association with erythromycin therapy. 

Allergic reactions ranging from urticaria and mild skin eruptions to anaphylaxis 
have occurre 

There have been isolated reports of reversible hearing loss occurring chiefly in 
patients with renal insufficiency and in patients receiving high doses of eryth-
